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Prof. Mines Martyr to Science 

It is with the deepest regret that McGill hears of the untimely 
death of the well-beloved head of her department of Physiology. Al- 
though Professor Mines only very recently came to Montreal, his at- 
tractive, pleasing manner has already won him the admiration of all 
his associates and students. A perfect stranger could not help feeling 
that Professor Mines was a true friend to all who had opportunity to 
meet him. 

Professor Mines was a graduate of Sidney Sussex College, Cam- 
bridge University, where he obtained the degree of Master of Arts in 
1911. After obtaining the Bachelor's degree, he spent the following 
years in the eager pursuit of physiological research. His boundless 
energy made possible an almost unlimited quantity of intensive work. 
He was noted for the great precision and accuracy with which his ex- 
periments were always done. Consequently, he has brought forward 
many quantitative results which are proving of great value in the more 
exact diagnosis of pathological conditions. 

The great mass of his work was done in studying the effects of 
various environmental conditions on the action of the heart. The de- 
terminations of these results were made usually by a study of changes 
seen in the electrical and mechanical activities of the heart, recorded 
by precise methods with remarkable skill. 

Professor Mines was well known in many parts of Europe, which 
he visited in search of the clues which show how to unravel the mys- 
teries of Nature. The marine biological stations were a favorite 
haunt with him, since they supplied the chance of observing the varia- 
tions in activity which result from different conditions on land and in 
the sea. 

Professor Mines visited Canada in the winter of 1913-14, and 
j «p*»»t about four months in the Physiology department at Toronto 
University. He was appointed to the chair in Physiology at McGill 
early in the summer of 1914, and took up his duties here in Septem- 
ber. McGill has already felt the impulse of his presence. His unex- 
pected call has cut off a life which was filled with promise of success, 
both for himself and for his students, and has cast over the college a 
gloom which will require many days to dispel.
